Cucumber Custards. 

Peel a medium-sized cucumber thinly, cut 
it in half lengthways, remove the seeds, and 
cut the cucumber into pieces, 

Put these into a pan with a half-ounce of 
butter, and stir over the fire for a few 
minutes ; add a gill of stock, salt and pepper, 
and simmer until tender, then pass through a 
sieve. 

Beat. up two eggs and strain them into the 
cucumber pulp, colour pale green. season, add 
a pinch of nutmeg and a tablespoonful of 
cream or milk, and put into smal! china or 
fireproof glass ramalan cases. 

Place these in a tin of boiling water and 
cook in a moderate oven until set.

It has so often 
been painted as the wonderland where 
there ig always adyenture—the place 
where the black sh of the family goes, 
when ‘im disgrace, only to conte \back in 
a few years, ‘“‘bronzed to a manly 
brown,” with his pockets laden with 
money. ‘‘ How much of this is true?” 
we often have thought, and have wished 
that we could go and see for ourselves. 
il out for the first time is always 
ag adventure,. and our hearts beat 
quicker when we have gathered all our 
kit together, and wonder if we have got 
everyt Yes, there are the sun 
helmet, 


In a great number 
of places at the present time you are able 
to get thi which are really necessary 
at very moderate prices, and what is a 
good deal more—necessary things that are 
really the right things for the country. 

The trip out to Nigeria is a beautiful 
one. We ‘eft Liverpool on a Wednesday 
afternoon at about 4 o’clock, in perfectly 
calm weather,.and moved slowly down the 
river. Towards evening the weather 
changed and a breeze sprang up, and by 
the time when we were well down the 
Irish Sea there was quite a wind blowing. 
Dinner that night was not well attended, 
and there were only about 29 passengers 
out of 90 who took any interest in the 
menu. Three days were spent in rather 
@ dull manner, as the sea still kept 
rough, and passengers kept to. their 
cabins. The cabins are small, but very 
comfortable, and are made for two 
passengers ; but it sometimes occurs that 
there are three, and then they seem rather 
on the small side. After the third day 
out the majority haye found their sea- 
legs, and the vessel is approaching “the 
Islands’’—as we always call the Canary 
Isles—and, therefore, is finding better 
weather; and things begin to brighten 
up. There are’usually some people on 
board who are energetic, and they start the 
deck sports. If you want to get to know 
your fellow-passengers, enter for all the 
events, and, even if you do not get any 
prizes, you will get some. splendid fun, 
and, most likely, will make some good 
friends. When the ship is getting near 
Sierra Leone (usually the first port of 
call), there is a bustle on the part oí 
those who are disembarking, and the re- 
mainder are thinking that they are back 
again in the heat. You arrive in Sierra 
Leone in the early morning, and when it 

ts to about seven a.m. the heat is just 
Ristenine to take effect. Fans are going 
all day in your cabin and in the lounge, 


to stand the heat if it is like this. You 
sigh with relief when you feel the coo! 
Ocean breeze. as you stroll along the 
promenade deck after dinner. 


THE “MAMMY CHAIR.” 


At Sierra Leone there were some 
wonderful divers who paddled round the 
steamer in their tiny canoes and asked 
for “dash,’’ or money. When it was 
thrown to them they dived in like fisn 
and caught the coins while on their way 
to the bottom. At Takoradi there are the 
hig canoes with sixteen paddlers, all 
keeping in perfect time, and singing as' 
they paddie to the shore Here we 
Accra was 
our next port of call, and there you see 
the “‘Mammy chair” in use, and fhe 
surf boats with all their accompanying 
thrills. You sit in the chair, which , is 
hoisted up and over the side, and then 
lowered into the surf boats. 
as easy as it sounds, and it often takes 
a considerable time to get the surf boat 
to the right spot. Then, with a jerk, you 
are lowered into the surf boat and start 
away for the shore. It is decidedly 
exciting when you begin to approach the 
surf, and the paddlers sing faster and 
faster as they get nearer the shore. Just 
as you think that you are going to be 
pitched out into the boiling surl, you are 
picked up by a big, strong negro and 
carriéd through the surf and landed safe 
on dry land. 

After Accra the next port is Lagos, and 
now you are in Nigeria, but will not dis- 
embark till Port Harcourt. Lagos is now 
a big town—indeed, I suppose that it 
should be called a city. The impression 
which it leaves with you is that it is dry 
and hot, but that there are beautiful 
places in the midst of it all. From the 
steamer you do not get any idea of the 
town; so-a car is suggested. _ The first 
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drive in Africa—what fun and what 
excitement! - Off the steamer and down 
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tions from their past employers into your 
hands, Qutside the gates you say that 
you want a car, and in a moment there is 
a simply marvellous display of driving. 
Every man wants to get you as his fare, 
and tries to see if he cannot get between 
you and all the other cars. While it 
_ it is rather exciting, and you are 
quite glad to get into the comparative 
car.

PORT HARCOURT. 


This feeling, however, only lasts a very 
short time, as the driver—while being 
perfectly safe—goes off at a tremendous 
rate, and carries on the whole time just 
as though there were an absolutely open 
road, which there never is. Up through 
the town the cdr races, passing at one 
moment modern European houses, at the 
next ramshackle native huts, made of old 
scraps of métal and wood. When you 
get back to the ship it is with a feeling of 
reliefi—it seems ‘like your settled home, 
and everything else you have seen is like 
a dream. lLeaving Lagos, you see the 
town at its very best, and there is much 
to see as you go up the river, past little 
villages made of mud. Port Harcourt is 
situated some distance up the river, and 
the voyage up is very interesting. The 
banks are lined with the mango tree, and 
many others which are absolute strangers. 
Arriving at Port Harcourt, the boat ties 
up alongside the wharf, and immediately 
there is a great rush. “' Boys’’ meeting 
their masters, ‘‘boys’’ hoping for work, 
labourers getting loads and police direct- 
ing everyone at, once—all commingle in 
a terrible din. 

““Is there anyone to meet us?” is the 
though that runs in our minds. Yes, 
there is someone who is asking about us, 
and in a few minutes you are talking to 
the first of your new friends. ‘‘ You are 
to stay with us to-night,” is the first 
thing; and off you are carried to ttay 
with him and get your first sight of 
Africa at night. Up from the harbour 
you go in the car, along good roads, with 
your friend pointing out different places 
as you go. “The native quarter and the 
European quarter are kept well apart,” 
he says. “It is much nicer, as we all 
have a good deal more privacy.’’ After 
tea there will be tennis, and such a lot 
to see that you feel that you can never 
rest, 


THROUGH THE BUSH. 


Usually the first thing that strikes you 
is that, as soon as dusk has fallen, there 
is a ceaseless twitter and hum of insects. 
At first it seems unpleasant, but you will 
soon get as used to it that you will never 
notice it, and, in fact, if it stops, you 
wonder what has gone wrong. The next 
morning you are due to start at 6.30, and, 
prompt to the minute, the lorry arrives to 
take you and your luggage up to your 
station. In this case we will understand 
that your are going to a place some 180 
miles up country. 

The drive through the virgin bush is 
wonderful, and for a long time you feel 
that you are drivin through some 
gigantic botanical gardens. There are 
banana trees, palms, both oi] and cocoa; 
magnificent mahogany trees, mangoes and 
wonderful flowering trees, with a crimson 
flower. The road is quite good; the 
driver lets the car out, and you simply fiy 
along. ‘Then comes a stop—perhaps, to 
pink up somebody going in your 

irection—and this gives you a chance to 
stretch your legs and admire at closer 

uarters some of the wonderful flowers 
that you have seen growing by the side 
of the road. All the stories that you have 
read in your childhoog days come back, 
and you quite expect to see a tiger or 
something spring out of the “bush”’ ; 
but all you see will, most likely, be a 
lizard or a snake. 

At last you are at your destination, 
and being warmly welcomed by the man 
with whom you are going to live. In a 
few days you have settled down, and 
realise that all your ideas have to undergo 
some slight alterations as regards both 
the country and living in Africa How- 
ever you may struggle against it and 
abuse Africa, the Jure of the country has 
entered into you, and deep down in your 
heart you realise that never again will 
you be satisfied to live elsewhere. You 
will hear people grumble at everything in 
West Africa—the heat, the food, the 
insects, etc.—and they will tell you that 
they never want to see the place aguin. 
Yet, in less than their six months’ fur- 
lough, they are longing to be back, and 
when they gét to Accra they will tell you 
that it will only be so many days before 
they are “home again.” This is the lure 
of Africa.

to regulate the traffic on our footpaths I 
do not see that the “white line’’ and the 
‘‘keep left ’’ admonition are in the least 
effective. I have watched the throngs on 
O'Connell Bridge in the late afternoon 
when workers are returning home, and, 
so far as I could see, only a few ple 
endeavoured to “keep left.” When I 
tried it myself I had to give it up, 
because I wassas much a nuisance to other 
people as they were to me, The great 
majority of walkers kept to the right! 

It seems to me, from observation on 

previous occasions as on this, that the 
‘keep left’’ warning is certain to be 
ignored here. The instinct of the ple 
seems to be to keep to the right. In the 
old days the lamp-posts were decorated 
with blue and white enamelled signs 
advising all and sundry to “ keep to the 
left,” but I am told that no more atten- 
tion was given to them than is nowadays 
given to the white line. 
Why should not the admonition be 
“keep right’’? Throughout the greater 
part of the world all traffic, on road or 
footpath, keeps to the right, and it seems 
as if we here might adopt the Enropean 
and American general practice, more par- 
ticularly as the desire of the masses of the 
people would seem to be to obey such an 
order. It should be much easier, there- 
fore, to train our people to “ keep right’”’ 
than to “ keep left’’; habit and inclina- 
tion would assist. At a time when we 
copy foreign models in everything, from 
‘tins hats’’ to the cleaning of our 
streets, we might do worse than adopt the 
continental habit to “keep right.” Shop 
windows, of course, are. a trouble to all 
footpath regulation; people will disobey 
all rules and regulations when they desire 
to ‘‘look at the windows.’’ And the shop 
is always on the wrong side of the line!

Similarly, I remember in a certain castle 
in Norway a quart tankard of beer was’ 
left for the same purpose, and the 
chatelaine rather naively adduced the 
fact that every morning the tankard was 
found empty as evidence for Puck’s exist- 
ence. There seem to be spots where it is 
good to be a tramp. The custom is, how- 
ever, very old, and in the early period 
of Greek civilisation every household left 
out meal and wine in this way; but the 
diners were ghosts of deceased ancestors, 
whom death did not sever from the tribe 
or family altogether, who were entitled to 
a share in its material goods, and, if dis- 
appointed, were apt to make themselves 
very unpleasant to their living 
descendants.

A Poet's Bridge. 


The “ Auld Brig o’ Doon ” at Alloway, 
Ayrshire, which, i“ its association with 
the greatest of Scottish poets, Robert 
Burns, is immortalised in the realm of 
literature, if not in history, was recently 
scheduled as an ancient monument, and 
thus comes automatically under the care of 
the Ancient Monuments Committee of the 
Government Office of Works at Edinburgh. 

The date of the building of the bridge 
is uncertain, but it is attributed to the 
fifteenth century. The bridge has a single 
span of seventy-two feet, and, even with 
its many repairs, is regarded as one of the 
most complete of the old bridges of Scot- 
land. It narrowly escaped demolition in 
1813; for it was then decided to pull the 
bridge down to provide material for a new 
span. Public agitation, however, saved 
it from the vandals, as it did also sixteen 
years later, when a similar proposal was 
made. 

It is of interest at the moment of Lord 
Rosebery’s death to recall that his lord- 
ship over twenty years ago issued an 
eloquent appeal for funds for the preser- 
vation of the ‘‘Auld Brig,’’ when over 
£11,000 was subscribed by lovers of Burns 
in all parts of the world.

It is acknowledged by the Minister 
for Education in the Six Counties, Lord 
Charlemont, who holds that education in the 
State over which he presides is far superior to 
that in England. Notwithstanding this 
acknowledged fact, that the Irish child is 
being educated at least equally well as the 
Englsh child, the cost to the rate in Ireland 


is very much lower. 


THE OLD DAYS. 

In the old days he went on, all the ills 
of education were laid at the door of the 
British Treasury. They were told that when 
they secured freedom all those things would 
be changed. Unfortunately those ideas were 
not being speedily realised, and they still 
found close-fisted Treasury people. School 
buildings were not as they should be. Un- 
doubtedly a great advance had been made in 
the big centres of population, but the con- 
ditions in the rural schools, which were the 
great majority, were not suitable for the 
education of the future citizens of the State. 


THE ASSISTANT MISTRESSES. 

Mr. T. F. Frisby, past-president, said that 
it should not be taken that the teachers 
blamed the managers for the unsatisfactory 
state of the schools. On the contrary, they 
paid tribute to the great majority. of managers 
for the work that they had done to provide 
school buildings and maintain them. By a 
British Act of Parliament ‘the pensions fund 
was established in 1887, the Government to 
be responsible for 75 per cent. and the 
teachers for 25 per ‘cent. The teachers 
had more than kept their end up of that 
agreement. The English Government could 
not be accused of keeping their side. Then 
our Government had repudiated their legal 
responsibility in respect of that fund, and also 
in the matter of salaries. No settlement of 
the pensions fund question would please him 
go long as 2,400 members of their organisation 
—junior assistant mistresses and lay assistants 
in convent national schools—were left without 
pension benefits. 

The Government were able to find over two 
millions of money for ex-generals, ex- 
colonels, ex-captains, ex-judges, ex-clerks of 
half-service, ex-Crown Solicitors, some of 
whom served only a short time. Junior 
assistant’ mistresses were responsible to a

THE WEXFORD SCHOOLS. 

Alderman Corish, T.D.., eoersy to the at- 
titude of the Wexford County” Council and 
the County Health Board on the question of 

pointing a County Medical Officer of 
Health, said that from the information at his 
disposal he could teli the teachers that unless 
the Board of Health i to the-making 
of the appointment proceedings would be 
brought against them by the Government. 
Medical inspection of school children, in his 
opinion. was essential. Fifty per cent. of the 
schools in the County Wexford—which was a 
low estimate—were insanitary, which was a 
bad state of affairs for both children and 
teachers. Since the advent of the Com- 
pulsory Attendance Act the matter of sanita- 
tion in schools had become more acute. Meals 
for necessitous children attending schools in 
rural areas were as pressing as in urban 
centres; but when the question was raised in 
the Dail they were told that there was no 
demand for them. 

‘It was certainly unfair, and something ap- 
proaching criminal, by the Government to 
suggest that teachers should make up the 
deficiency in the Pension Fund, which, with 
other funds, was taken over by the Govern- 
went as a going concern as a responsibility. 
If they had compulsory education a genera- 
tion ago they would not have as much unem- 
ployment as they had to-day. 


A BANKRUPT FUND. 

Mr. M. Lyden, Dublin assistants’ represen- 
tative on the Central Executive Committee, 
said that the Government did not examine 
the condition of the Pensions Fund when ay 
took it over. They took over a fund whic 
was bankrupt, or rapidiy heading towards 
bankruptcy, and they now asked the teachers 
to make good the fund to the extent of some 
millions.

LIVERPOOL MEAT IMPORTS. 


A feature of last week’s imports of fresh 
meat into Liverpool from the various overseas, 
ports was the large number of sheep and lamb 
carcases from South America and New Zea- 
land, totalling over 360,000. Altogether seven 
steamers arrived with freights as follows :— 
The Tudorstar, from South America, with. 
197,679 sheep and lamb carcases and 1,469 
bags, etc., of meat; the Demerara, from 
Buenos Ayres, with 30,420 shcep and lamb 
carcases, 4,285 bags of meat, 35,319qrs. of 
beef; the Duchess of York, from Montreal, 
with 72 boxes of pork and 2,949 boxes of 
meat; the Baltic, from New York, with 75 
the Ionicstar, from Seuth 
America, with 90,244 sheep and lamb ear- 
eases and 890 bags of meat; the Regina, from 
Montreal, with 75 boxes of pork and 283. 
bexes, etc., of meat, and the Westmorland, 
from New Zealand, with 43,493 sheep and 
lamb carcases—making a total of 361,836 
sheep and lamb carcases, 147 boxes of pork, 
9,951 bags, etc., of meat, and 33,319qrs. -of 
beef. Compared with the arrivals of the pre- 
ceding week these figures show an increase of 
331, sheep and lamb carcases and 1,336 
bags, etc., of meat, and a decrease of 3,074 
boxes, etc., of pork and 8,817qrs. of beef.
